The News Denlson 
special says at 10 o'clock this rooming at a 
prearranged whistle signal ail workmen in tlte 
Missouri 1'attflc shops at that i»laoe -threw 
(lown their tools and quit woiK. An out-door 
meeting was immediately held. Committees 
were appointed to guard the company's prop- 
erty and allow no oiia-to go to work Two 
yard engines left -unmolested- but at three 
o'clock while the striker* were holding a 
meeting up town they received word tbat 
loaded cars were being slipped ont of the 
yard by these englmw. 
They went In a body 
to the yard, captured tbe engines and locked 
'diem In tbe round house. Undoubtedly tbe 
strikers have determined to allow no passen- 
ger cowlies to leave Denlson.

Thomas F. llayard, of Delaware, was born 


on the 29th of October, 1838 
AR a boy be 


always excelled lu hi.-i Bludies. although be 
was anxious in early youth to become one of 
America's merchant princes, and was inclined 
to throw overboard all tbe possibilities of 
political greatness which were incident to bU 
position as member of the ruling bouse of 
Delaware. His e»rly education was obtained 
principal!} at the "Flushing" school at Wil- 
mington. Be nas persuaded to give* up his 
uierrantlle ambition and to study for tbe legal 
profession. He wiu admitted to tbe bar In 
1861 and had soon built up an excellent 
practice, extending all ovar tbe state. In 
1853 be was appointed by the prestd»nt «s 
United States district attorney, but soon 
afterward abandoned the office. It wa* in 
March, I860, that be *•" choocn to succe<>i 
ins father « United States senator. P« was 
a sterling adherent to the doctrines of tbe 
democratic p"ty and came in a short time to 
be regarded as one of their ablest exponents 
in tbe upper boute. Through the framing ot 
all the later reconstruction legislation be 
stood a* the lepieaentatlve of the tarxepart ot 
tbe nortberu people tbat 1 believed in making 
conci_»ions to the southern sUUS, »nd al- 
tbongh in the minority he n-*le himself felt 
in the advocacy of their can^e. He was 
ro elected in 1875 and became a member 
of tbe electoral commission, votlre with his 
democratic collogues «g«inst tbe ac«ting 
ot Bathetford B. Hayes la the presidential 
ob«ir,

D»ntcl F. Manning was born in Albany in 


1831. lib father died a few years after his 
birth, leaving .bis widow, son, and .daughter 
unprovided for. When Uyeargof age "ban 
began to (ct-ii his own living a<<*n en»n<l 
boy lu the ArKdg office, wd it w>? tbere t* 
he acquired •" bis (d<ir*'lon *M t »peri- 
ence. Politics w*s theprioojpal busings of 
the A, gus, and the' boy took to it

WiHUm J. Cassldy, tbe owner cf tbe A>&"S 
w« not slow in discovering the peculiar tal- 
cuts of his ei»«ud boy, and made him a re- 
porter before he was 15 years old. Banning 
acg.uii«d in this position »r e^trasive ac- 
qoain»v>ce with public men, M tbe Arsus of- 
fice wa«"tnen tbe headquarters of tbe north- 
era democracy, and he became e—ly Initiated 
in ">e mystsfioa of political wire-pulling. All 
through the w»r he reported the proceedings 
of th« New York souate, and also all political 
conventions of iaporl'nce held in the state of 
New York 


Being thrift^ a-jd economical he managed 


not only to support hia mother ""d sister, bat 
•Iso to acqnire « little competency so that he 
could become a shareholder in the A-x»9 com 
pany when Cas'id?, at the time ot the close 
of the ««r, con«oi|iiated bis paper with the 
Ati»<j and turned his bn^ine^ into a stock 
comp\ny. Manning then bacame city editor 
ottke Argus and a prominent fljure in local 
politics. While Tweed ruled-New York Man- 
ning saw his opportunity and secured tlch 
pickings for the Argus comptuy without ever 
actually identifying nlrnsjlt or tho paper with 
the Tweed rlu*. When llldan came to the 
front Manning andthaATgui ware anything 
bnt friendly to him until it became evident 
tbat Tweed w>^ doomed to i mn. As 'soon as 
Tlldon rt«i elected governor Manning turned 
completely around and protected the fat 
printing conUacts of tbe AigiH from Investi- 
gation during TUden's reform administration 
by becoming the veiy organ of the reformer 
by force of circumstances. 


At tbe death ot Craldy, in 1871, Manning 


becarne the manager of tbe Argqs company, 
and Improved Its business fariiltlej in a skill- 
ful rn mner. Ho also took an Active part in 
the management of the Commercial National 
bank, making it Uie financial departnipofsf 
tbe political machine that ruled and now 
rules tbe state ot New York. He ran Albany 
county politics in conjunction with John f. 
Smith, the republican boti?, as it suited his 
pnrjioscs best, and /made himself absolute 
muter ot the patronage, no matter which 
patty was In pov«er. In running campaigns 
be relied entirely on "fine work," having but 
little faith In newspaper Influence and public 
agitation i. he n" satisfied to control the bal- 
lot-boxes, and nevei failed to pat through his 
slate In nominating conventions, although he 
rarely took an open part In their manage* 
ment. To strengthen bis bold upon the 
printing conti «ot» which n«cd to amount to over 
$600,000 annually, he entered Into a combi- 
nation with Weed, Parsons * Co., the repub- 
lican printing firm, and both sides are .said to 
have done so well that they could afford to 
submit Ki'cefolly, when two years ago it bo 
came nece»s»rj, In order to save appearances, 
to include the printing contracts In Cleve- 
land's refoiiu measures.

In 1S76 Manning- beci««e a member of thr 
state central committee. In which he has ever 
slice bccu considered as authorized to speak 
tor TMcieu. Becoming chairman of that body 
in 1682 be espoused the cause of Cleveland 
with «i eat vigor, although strongly opposed 
to the tatter's nomination at first. Together 
trim Lamont and Apgar, both trusted lieuten- 
ant* ot TUden, he formed Cleve'and't politi- 


cal counsel and practically controlled the 
patronage His power lu Albany was so 
great that he was able to elect Michael Nol"n, 
a prominent brewer, Who is said to have as- 
ulsted-blm Un»nclally at the time be secured 
the larger portion of the Argus stock held by 
Cassidj, mayor of Albany forthroo cunsecu 
live terms, lint at the election in 1881. bis 
fine work bad boon so tx?ld »nd daring that it 
could not stand tbe light of Judicial Invflstiga- 
tion, and Mr. Nolan resigned, ti.< nave further 
exposure ot Manning's political methods. 


Manning c«n hardly be called a popular 


man. He was never liberal with bis money, 
buttacqttired power by placing people under 
obligations to himself, Nor did he ever aspire 
to social-prominence. Born A Catholic, he - 
^ladually drifted into the Episcopal ctmrcb, 
of which his first wife was a member, and 
both of hie sons, who bold Important posi- 
tions on the Atgus, belong to this denomina- 
tion. His daughter, however, has re...«lned a 
Catholic. His first wif e died about four ynam 
~>go. and arJout three months wo be ventured 
again on the sea of matrimony, lending to the 
altar Miss Fryer, the only daughter of an Al- 
bany dry goods prince, and thereby obtained a 
more promlnenrposition in society. 


Nobody knows whether Mr. Manning holds 


any decided opinion? on public questions,-as 
he la very taciturn by nature, and stndionaly 
avoids giving expression to hla on a views. 
He Is believed to be just the man to do what- 
ever seems host In tbe interest of political 
maneuvering, and tbe idea tbat be would im- 
part a non-partisan chnracter to Cleveland's 
administration is generally laughed aU Ho 
will be Tor Manning first and for Cleveland 
next, and will be a strong demount if be con- 
siders Cleveland's future to depfind on tbe 
success of the democratic party.

/act, If Uie repeal was legal, no company to 
make the transfer. This point must be got 
over in some way, and so a decision was ob- 
tained from the United States district court 
declaring this repeal unconstitutional. The 
way in which this decision was obtained has 
been characterkedjby a committee of congress 
as "judicial legerdemain ' 


An effort was made In tlie last house of 


representatives to forfeit the grant, but it 
was defeated, largejy, nd doubt, through the 
Influence of Mr. 1'ayaon, of Illinois, who has 
boon posing a» a reformer In tbis direction.

Tut Hl«h license Bill 


Tbe gist of senate bill No. 201, now pimd- 


lug before the general assembly, can be sum- 
med up In a few Words. The Whole state Is 
thrown under tbe operation of a local option 
law. 
Under the bill licenses must bo gi anted 
to all applicants uiileba the people of a coun- 
ty. clly, town, ward, or election precinct vote 
against license., Counties wurils and election 
pteclncts which have lew or no legislative 
powers are classed on a par with elites and 
towns which are authorized to pass elaborate 
ordinances. No penalty is provided for sell- 
Ing liquors wlthojit license except when the 
liquor Is sold "to be drunk on tho promises," 
or adjacent thereto, a provision which will 
allow unlimited drinking ou the premises mid 
no penalty if tbe buyer simply says tbe liquor 
is to be drank elsewhere. Apparently nny 
one with a street vender's license can tell on 
tbo streets to be (Jrnulr on the spot. Thete 
are so many loop holes that 1t Is hard for an 
outsider to bee what inducement there will be 
for any one to take out a licoaso at nil. AH 
laws Inconsistent with the act ate repealed 
and Urns are swept away all tho state laws 
wblch now permit elites and towns to pass 
local ordinance* regarding tbe sale of liquors. 


At present the people of each city aqd town 
can pass substantially such ordluauces rolat- 
lujrKnile liquor traffic as they see fit ~l? 
they iind \helrofdinances defective they can 
pWuTpTfj atneTStTor repeal them. TDe"~wlll of 
the people can not always be carried out at 
once, but fn tbe «nd the people are re«pou* 
Bible for the conduct of this portion Ot mtlui- 
clpol affairs.- If thlnspjrfrt _nn( gn rlgUA_t&.ey 
have only themselves to blame. This Is real 
lor«l-self government 


On the other hand the high license bill 
lakes the greater part ot this question out of 
the bands of the municipal bodies. They can 
Tote for or against license, but they have no 
direct slmre in determining what license and 
no license shall mean. That ,1s decided for 
them by tbe state law, which can nnly be 
changed by tbe legislature. All this makes U 
certain tbat if we are all to be taken out from 
nnder local ordinances of our own making 
•nd put under a uniform state law, then we 
are all going to take a part In determining 
what that state law shall be. 


Under tbe present statutes providing for a 


•real *nd complete, not a partial local option as 
proposed >)y this bill, the whole matter 
of the restriction, regulation, or prohibition of 
the liquor traffic is decided In, great part «s a 
local matter. For one, to the present state ot 
publlc,,seulimmt In tbis state. It seems to me 
that It Will be betUr for the prohibition cause 
if tbe question shall be decided ou Its merits 
and *4 a matter of municipal politics th«n if 
it becomes mixed up with partisan state and 
national politics. But the Inevitable effect of 
'tnjs proposed law, or of vy other like it, will 
be to take the liquor question out of loral 
politics tor the most part and put It at once 
into state and national politics as a burning 
»nd pivotal question. This bill is not and 
csnnot be a compromise. Under it no license 
me^ns free i am, *nd license means freer rum , 
or perhaps vice versa. We are not going to 
stand Idly by «nd sec our prohibitory ordi- 
nances strlckeu down without a genuine aud 
Jt»ir equivalent Tbe trxgment-n'frme'nt rath- 
er of local option gi»med by this bill is an 
illusion -if not a cruel mockery. Tbe general 
assembly has the power to repeal our local 
ordinances and to put us under a general Ian. 
If they do so, it may be considered absolutely 
certain tbat we will begin to fight for w hat we 
are worth hi order to determine what that law 
shall be. The *gitatlons ot the past wilt be 
as nothing compared to what is to come, I
